Have fundraisinsg 
events? What about some serious group 
reflection on Spiral financial planning 
and policy? 

Another issue might be reflection and 
discussLion of the transition from Diana 
Paxson heading Spiral to new 
Leadership. What are the possible 
opportunities -and pitfalls in this 
Situation? How can we make the most 
of it? In what ways have we handled 
leadership trans:tions in circles? What 
has worked well? Why? 
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A third issue might be a discuss ion of 
diversity of belief and activities of 
public service within Spiral. I have 
encountered several individuals within 
our community who seem to think that 
everyone must be as dedicated as they 
are toaparticular (and often very 
commendable) pet service project, be it 
animal rights, the homeless, AIDS work, 
ecology, etc. etc. How do we handle 
our diversity of causes and opinions 
without implying negative Judgement of 
those who differ from us?

ELECTIONS 


Diana Paxson has been a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Fellowship of 
the Spiral Path as well as President of 
the Board for the past three years, 
Sslnce the Center for Non-Traditional 
Religion was transformed into the 
Fellowship of the Spiral Path. 
Diana was the main force moving to 
save the infant organization from a 
premature collapseat that time, 
volunteering to head it for three years, 
creating many of our current standard 
operating procedures, and giving 


generously of her spacious home as a 
meetingsite for many of Spiral's 
activities. Her terminoffice is now 
up, and Spiral is inneedof anew 
Board Member. Either the newly 
elected Board Member or one of the 
two existing ones will need to be 
chosen as President of the Board. 


At the March 19th board meeting, all 
affiliated circles were urged to discuss 
possible nominations and to be sure to 
have a delegate bring their vote to the 
next board meeting, June 25th. 
Qualifications for board candidacy 
agreed on at the board meeting were: 
(1) Member of a Spiral affiliated Circle 
for at least a year and a day (2) Will 
faithfully attend the quarterly board 
meetings. (3) At least2Ll years old (4) 
Leadership qualities (5) A sense of 
responsibility to Spiral as a whole (6) 
Able and willing to make a three year 
commitment to the work of the board 
(7/7) Consistent spiritual commitment. In 
addition, the individual chosen as board 
President should also have the following 
qualifications: (LI) Able to facilitate 
meetings (2) Tact and a sense of humor 
(3) Personal contact with as many 
Spiral groups as possible (4) Able and 
willing to be a public representative of 
Spiral. Since the present board 
members who will be staying on- - 
Robbie and Emily--are from the East 
Bay and Sacramento, it might be a good 
idea forus to seriousLly consider 
nominations from the South Bay for the 
open seat on the Board. May the 
election process, candidates and newly 
forming board be blessed.

Things You Can Do about Junk Mail 


It's easy to get more mail than you 
want these days, andeven if your city 
includes "miscellaneous paper" as a 
recycling category, that doesn't include 
the plastic window of window envelopes 
and magazines and catalogues printed 
ons lick paper. And no matter how 
Simple your name, there will probably 
be at least three variant spellings of it 
floating around in several companies' 
computers. 


If yougo to the Post Office and ask 
what you can do about this, they will 
give you the address of the Mail 
Preference Service, Direct Mail 
Marketing Associatlion, 6 East 43rd 
Street, New York, NY LOOT7, whichwill 
Send you a name removal form. After 
you fill this out and return it to them, 
they will put your name and address (at 
Ieast the vers ion you gave them) on a 
Ilist provided to their participating 
member companies. But not everyone 
Sending you junk mail is a participating 
member of the DMMA. 


I started my battle against Junk mail by 
cutting out the plastic window and 
taking any other non-recyclable portion 
of a mailing (slick paper, decals, 
tokens, etc.) and returning it in the 
post paid envelope some mailers 
provide, accompanied by a note which 
Says, "Enclosed is the portion of your 
mailing whichmycity's recycling 
program won't take. 'You produced this 
garbage, you can dispose of it." 


For phase two I made up a sheet that 
Says: 


SubJect: Request for Removal from 
Mailing List 


Our household's New Year's 
resolution for 1989 was to cut down 
on our portionof the 'Junk mail' 
problem. The enclosed labelis 
either a duplicate mailing or 
Something nobody in our household 
reads. Please do your bit for the 
planet's ecology and remove this 
name and address from your mailing 
$2. if & 0 Thank you. 


Below that I place the mailing label 
from the mailing, then I fold the paper 
in thirds, put the mailler's address on 
the outside, staple it, put a stamp on 
Lt, and mail 1c, hope thatthis 
request will be honored, but, as far as 
I know, the only class of item you can 
legally stop anyone from mailing to you 
Is pornography. (The Post Office has a 
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kit for this, but they don't consider 
the Frederick's of Hollywood catalogue 
obscene. Presumably they have some 
sort of definition of obscenity, but I 
don't know what It Is.) 


Then I dug out our copy of the USPS 
Domestic Mail Manual. Section 153.11 


Says: 


(a) The addressee may control 
delivery of his mail. ... (b) The 
addressee may refuse to accept a 
piece of mail at the time it is 
offered for delivery. (c) After 
delivery, an addressee may mark a 
piece of mail "REFUSED" and return 
it, unopened, except: 


The exceptions are Registered, insured, 
certified, COD, and responses to the 
addressee's sales promotion, etc. 


I called the main Post Office in 
Oakland and asked what they did with 
mail if the addressee wrote "REFUSED" 
onit, and the lady I spoke with said 
they returned it to the sender. I said, 
"Even if it's something like a catalogue 
and it doesn't say 'return postage 
guaranteed'? ", and she saidyes, as 
Long as it has a return address, it gets 
returned. I told her she'd made my 
day. I figure that after the sender has 
had to pay return postage on his junk 
a.few times, he may get the message. 
Of course, if the Postal Service is 
absorbing the return costs, a lot of us 
may have to do this to get the message 
across, but I think it's worth a try. 


And for environmental groups like 
Greenpeace that send mailings that 
can't be completely recycled, I have a 
Special letter: 


Subject: Request for Removal from 
Sailing List 


I have previously supported your 
organization in the belief that you 
cared about the environment we are 
Iiving in. Today I received a 


mailing which demonstrated how 
obviously mistaken this belief was. 


The mailing came in an envelope 
with a plastic window and contained 
s1lick colored paper, neither of which 
my city's recycling programwill 
take. The rest of your mailing has 
been recycled, but TI am returning 
the enclosed to you for proper 
disposal. You produced this garbage, 
ou can take Ear Dort Lit. 


Kindly remove my name from your 
mailing list at once; for I assure you 
that youwLll never get another 
penny from me; any future mail you 
Send me will s imply add to the 
planet's Þ lution problem. 
Sincerely, 


I sent a version of that to Californians 
Against Waste a couple of months ago. 
Yesterday I got another mailing from 
them, but at least all of it could be 
recycled. I count It as progress.
